SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. (CRAWLEYS FALLS) 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, LUCIAN E. SMITH. 


The fact that this school under the continued care of Mr. J. 
P. Swasey, keeps up an unabated interest in study, an unflag- 
ging ambition for promptness in recitation and good behavior, 
speaks for itself; and this without any system of rewards save 
that of a good conscience and the prospect of going up higher, 
and few punishments. 

With more than fifty scholars embracing all ages and nearly 
all the studies allowable in common schools, not one seemed 
neglected. Some little ones who commenced the year just out 
of the alphabet, edified us at the close by reading little stories 
quite nicely and even reciting, while older ones showed no less 
proficiency. We would not hesitate to compare any grade of 
pupils in this school with those who have had the advantages 
of graded schools. This school is also well reported from 
without as being orderly and generally well behaved, out of 
doors as well as in. 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. (NORTH ROAD.) 


PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, JOHN H. CARR. 


Miss Mattie Scribner taught the spring term of this school 
adding renewed efforts to all her former zeal and experience. 

With the same school and teacher several times reported 
there is not much new to tell, and yet, beside general improve- 
ment on the whole, one thing in particular is worth noticing. 

Under the provision of the new law which requires that the 
effects of alcoholic stimulants and narcotics shall be taught in 
our public schools we experienced a difficulty. Introduced as 
it is in the Physiologies which only the more advanced usually 
study, and that in the last part of the book, the scholar asa 
whole gets not an inkling of the subject, so the ubject of the 
law falls to the ground. 

Knowing Miss Scribner’s ability we suggested before com- 
mencing her school that she devise some means of catechising 
the children on this particular branch. Whether in accordance 
with our suggestion or her own she surprised us at the close of 
the school by a long recitation in concert, of Physiology, which 
she had herself compiled and taught orally to the whole school, 
by questions and answers, so effectually that not one pupil old 
or young failed to take part. She could not complete the 
work in one term but proposed to do so in the second. 

In the order of Providence she was not allowed to return, 
but the next teacher, Miss S. Louise Hicks, kindly took up 
the work where she left it and went through the subject, carry- 
ing it out as nearly as one person could another’s plans. As a 
result this school has more Physiology than any other in town. 

It was a loss to this school to change teachers, as it is apt to 
be, and yet it was not a loss without some gain. 


The natural temperament of the two being in perfect con- 
trast naturally their methods would be also. 

The children got the advantage of both methods as was 
evinced in the closing examination. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. (MARSHALL'S CORNER.) 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, HORACE J. ROBINSON. 


The arrangement of this school room has been changed 
within the past year to the great benefit and comfort of the oc- 
cupants. 

The school has diminished in numbers and improved in qual- 
ity. 

The pupils seem to have gained a fondness for study and 
increase diligence therein with a corresponding promptness in 
recitation. 

Miss Edith Brown taught through the year, beginning her 
experience here, manifesting a laudable ambition to be a suc- 
cess she won a deservedly good reputation. The school was 
well controlled and made good progress. One special point of 
improvement was that the children spent a large proportion of 
time in the school-room under the teacher’s care, and did not 
seem uneasy under it. 

The very fair examination was supplemented by a pleasant 
exhibition and entertainment given by the pupils and friends 
of the school. A treat to mind and body ofall who were 
fortunate enough to be present. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. (SOUTH ROAD.) 


, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, GEO. E. ROBINSON. 


We are glad to congratulate this district on its tmproved 
condition.

The first term taught by Miss Carrie B. Huse we visited 
near the close of the first week and were sure the indications 
were for a good school. Not being informed as to the time of 
its close we were quite disappointed in not seeing it again but 
learn that all who had an interest in the school were highly 
satisfied. 

The second term taught by Miss Florence G. Hatch was 
still more beneficial. Having the advantage of full and regu- 
lar attendance together with good natural qualifications in the 
teacher for her work, showing a zeal and earnest purpose to 
study and practice the best methods of managing and _instruct- 
ing her school; the pupils caught the inspiration and took 
pleasure in their study and gave evidence of their thorough 
training on examination. 

These teachers both taught their first term here and it ar- 
gues well for them that they both left with a good appetite for 
another term. 

The list of visitors shows that the parents manifested a good 
degree of interest in the way their work was being done. 


DISTRICT NO. s. (COUNTY FARM.) 
PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE, G. O. REYNOLDS. 


The name of this district may convey the idea of a compa- 
ny of unfortunate children. A proportion are so physically 
but for the time, at least, that they are in the school-room 
they must be counted rather favored. 

In the pleasant upper room where pure air may easily be ad- 
mitted, neat enough for a sitting room, each one well washed 
and combed, with clean and comfortable clothing, to all ap- 
pearance as the same number of children in most any country 
school, under the pleasant and unwearying care of their long 
tried teacher, Miss Anabel S. Tucker, the hours spent in school 
must be an oasis in their lives. 


Their acquirements in reading, writing and arithmetic are 
generally good, some of them excellent, and they manifest a 
pleasure and healthy ambition in their work,—a fair result of 
all the painstaking efforts of Miss Tucker who has not only 
been faithful in caring for the little ones in their week day 


school, but also kindly cared for them in the Sunday School.

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“Thou art come, though art gone’! This is the story of all 
our years when past, and emphatically true of our school years 
in Brentwood: for, spend our appropriated funds prudently 
as it may be and is done, we have but one district which can 
extend its time over six months, the others ranging from that 
down to less than four. Short as it is, we are happy to be able 
to say that the year just passed has made a good record, near- 
ly all the schools closing under better auspices than we have 
seen before. 

The number of scholars in town reported by the Selectmen 
between the ages of five and fifteen was 165. We have enrolled 
on our school registers, outside of the County Farm, 146. 

In our five districts we have employed seven different teach- 
ers, four of them teaching their first term. This would seem 
like a misfortune generally, and I must confess to some misgiv- 
ing in the onset, but as the event proved, the most of our new 
teachers served us excellently and did themselves credit, so that 
after this first trial we can heartily recommend them to any of 
our common schools. I have spoken of pleasant and praise- 
worthy things, making féw criticisms. Plenty of people can and 
will do that later. I think even more credit may be due than 
I have given ; and when one is making inprovement it is better 
to encourage by approval, than to dishearten by showing up 
short comings. 

There are some little matters of school etiquette which have 
rather gone out of fashion in some of our schools, we would be 
glad to see revived, and perhaps they might be helped to it by 
the introduction of a small book recently published for that 
purpose. 

The school houses are all in comfortable order and well ar- 
ranged except that in No. 2; the teacher’s desk is still in the 
wrong end of the room, for the promotion of quiet and good 
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order. I have been pleased with the apparent good care of 
the school rooms, with one exception, finding them always neat 
and orderly ; and it is fair to suppose it might have been an ex- 
ceptional day with that one. 

We are still without any provision in town for our advanced 
scholars. ‘Twelve such attended school out of town this past 
year, while more were compelled to remain at home without 
such privilege, who would gladly have availed themselves of the 
same. ‘This involves not only great inconvenience to those who 
go, but a loss to ourselves of money, and a large measure of the 
progressive element of society. No wonder if these young peo- 
ple shall choose to make their homes where they find these su- 
perior advantages. We hope however that they will be mag- 
nanimous enough to come back and establish a better order of 
things. 

We note too the almost entire absence of music in the schools, 
in the strict sense of the word. I know it is pretty good music 
to a hard working teacher’s ears to hear a good recitation, and 
there is rhythm in nice concert exercises, but from experience 
we can say that occasional singing does make a restful, refresh- 
ing variation in the daily routine, which is very apt to grow mo- 
notonous. It will occupy a few moments of precious time, but 
not to waste it, while it adds another desirable accomplishment. 
Would that some means might be instituted by which all the 
children would be encouraged to sing. 

The Prudential Committees would do well to remind the 
teachers to be prompt in returning their Registers as the law 
requires. No statistical report can be complete without them. 
Only one was really in season, and one is still behind.
